SPLENDID MEMORIAL OFFERING 
TO THE CAUSE OF SANC- 
TIFIED LEARNING!! 


The Champions of Keligious Liberty 
to be Honored with a 
Monument! ! 


[BY OUR OWN REPORTER. ] 
RICHMOND, May 28th, 1873. 


Dear NEws :—Your reporter reached 
Richmond to-day at 1 P. M., Wednes- 
day 28th, and found the Baptist part of 
this community profoundly excited over 
the Memorial meeting, which is to begin 
to-night. When I say the Baptist part 
of Richmond, I mean a good deal, for 
one in every six of the people of the city 
is a Baptist. 

But what sort of a meeting 1s a Me- 
morial meeting? Well, Pll give you its 
history. Last June, the General Asso- 
ciation of the Baptists of Virginia, held 
their 49th session in Staunton. As the 

resent session would be the jubilee of the 
dy, it was resolved to commemorate 
it by some signal achievement. This 
purpose took shape as set forth in the 
following statement and resolutions: 
1773—In the territory now kuown as 
Virginia and West Virginia, there were 
about sixty Baptist churches, forty 
ministers, and three thousand com- 
municants. Our fathers were then in 
the crisis of the conquering struggle for 
religious freedom. 

1823—“The Virginia Baptist General 
Association” was organized with fifteen 
delegates—Rev. Dr. R. B. Semple, 
moderator. There were then in the 
State about three hundred churches, 
two hundred ministers, and forty thous. 
and communicants. 

1873— There are in the same territory 
one thousand three hundred and thirty- 
three churches, seven hundred and for- 
ty-seven ministers, and one hundred 
and tifty thousand communicants. 

1873—is a jubilee year as related to 
1823. 

1873—is a Memorial year as related 
to 1773. 

We look back over the century with 
thanksgiving to Almingty God for the 
grace bestowed upon us. 

As a fitting expression of our grati- 
tude for the past, and of our purpuse to 
carry forward the work of our fathers 
into the future, it has been proposed 
by the General Association, and 
enthusiastically endorsed by the people 
in all sections, that we shall raise and 
Invest in permanent securities, never to 
be alienated or lessened, if wisdom and 
foresight cau prevent, the sum of tt 
least 

THREE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 


to be used for diffusing the blessings 
of education and religion through the 
coming ages. 

The best investment of such memo 
rial fund, it is believed, will be in the 
form of endowment for Richmond Col- 
lege— 

1. Because the fund will thus be a 
perpetual one, the interest devoted to 
annual use. 

2. Because educated mind, controlled 
by Christian principles, 1s the mightiest 
conceivable influence tor good. 

3. Because the perpetuation of a cul- 

tivated, godly ministry, is sure to carry 
with it every other good work, 
It is proposed also to raise on the 
College-grounds a modest, enduring; 
monument, in memory of the godly, 
heroic men who bravely endured perse§ 
cution and imprisonment in maintain- 
ing and establishing the doctrine of re- 
ligious liberty. 

A record will be kept, enrolling every 
church and, as far us possible, every in- 
dividual in the State, and in other 
States, contributing to this fund. 

A memorial volume will be published 
at the closing up of the enterprise, con- 
taining an outline of the history of the 
struggle tor religious freedom in Vir- 
ginia, biographical sketches of impris- 
oned and persecuted ministers; minutes, 
addresses and documents connected 
witb the movement, anc a full roll of 
the contributors to the fund. A copy 
of this volume will be presented to each 
contributor, or eacn family contributing 
$25 and over, to the fund. 

This magnificent scheme, I am told, 
originated in the fruitful brain of Mr. 
H. K. Ellyson, and as he was once 4 
printer boy and is now’ one of the 
owners of that splendid property, the 
Richmond Dispatch. I wish to say a 
word about bim in passing. Mr. Elly- 
son is known to bea wise and skillul 
politician, but the world don’t know 
that heis one of the wisest and most 
devoted and most unselfish christian 
workers in theland. For many years, 
without fee or reward, he has conducted 
the missionary operations of the; Baptists 
in this State, and the success which has 
attended his labors is sufficiently 
evinced when I have stated that Virgin- 
ia is the banner State of this denomina- 
tion in the Union. But thecrowning 
work of his life was the conception of 
this great memorial offering, and his 
name will go down to p>sterity honored 
for baving originated one ot the most 
splendid enterprises of this century. 

For nearly a year now this work has 
been pushed with extraordinary vigor 
and liberality, and the spiric manifested 
by pastors and churches bas been noble 
indeed. For more than seven months 
Dr. Bemere’s Church, the largest in 
Richmond of any denomination, gave 
up their pastor wholly to this great en- 
terprise. The churches of Drs. Holstin 
Belting, Taylor, indeed about thirty of: 
the largest churches in the State, told 
their pastors to go out into the field and 
work for this good cause, and the results 
accomplished have been wonderful in- 
deed. Not only has a large amount of 
money been realized, but the Lord has 
fulfilled his word in pouring out his 
blessing on those who bonored him with 
their substance, and this will be known 
as the vear of great revivals among the 
churches, 

The year has expired, and from all 
parts of Virginia, and from the North 
and the South, hundreds have ‘come to- 
yethcr to rejoice over the success of this 
great effort. But enough for this time. 
‘'o-morrow J will give your readers the 

roceedings of the great day ot the feast, 
which will take place in a tabernacle 
erected in the College campus that will 
scat 6,000 persons, and afford standing 
room for several thousand more, —

Art Treasures in New York. 
{From the Journal of Commerce. 

The Metropolitau Museum of Art has 
taken the Doug:as mansion on Four. 
teenth street, near Sixth avenue, on a 
lease fora term of years, and com- 
inenced to fill it with collections in 
every department of art. The plan 
Combines the accumulation of art treas- 
ures as the permanent property of the 


museum and the exhibition of articles 


loaned by their possessors, The intent 
is in the end to illustrate by examples 
the history of art, and to show the beau- 
ty of artin every department, useful as 
well as ornament. 

General Di Cesnola, United States 
Consul at Cyprus, an antiquarian by 
taste and an accomplished scholar, de- 
voted himseif to excavations in that 
isiaud until he had unearthed what is 
Without dispute the only collection in 
the world illustrating Phenician art. 
Its great archeological importance con- 
sists In its supplying the link between 
Asiatic and European ancient art. It 


and Idaliam. The temp!e of the Idal- 
ian Venus was celebrated in the 
Greek period. Paphos, where General 
Cesnola proposes to excavate hereafter, 
was scarcely less celebrated. He opened 
more than two thousand tombs of the 
Phenician and Greek period. The 
tombs were places of old art, especially 
of vases. The sites of temples were 
abundant in their yield of statuary. 
The collection of vases covers a period 
of time from B. C. 1,200 to A. D. 200 
Several hundred lamps of the Greece- 
Roman period, beautiful in shape and 
often beautifully ornamented are the 
most modern articles in the collection. 
Some two or three hundred vases, with 
veay simple decoration in black, are of 
the earliest date, sbout B. C. 1200. 
The various forms of vases are almost as 
numerous as the vases. Almost every 
form Known to art 1s_ represented. 
Several puzzle jugs are here, and vases 
in forms of beast sand animals abound. 
The decoration is archale. There is no 
beauty of art in paint, although an im- 
mense deal in form. 

The terra-cotta figures include a large 
number of nude representations of 
Venus, and one of the bearded Venus, 
There are numerous nude representa 
tions of horses and their rides. One 
shows the ancient bridle plainly. No 
one rode with stirrups in those days. 
There is a funeral procession in terra- 
cotta—donkeys carrying baskets for 
vases to be placed in the tombs, musi- 
cians, mourners, and ‘the dead body on 
a bier. Some small figurines of the 
Greek period are of great beauty, 
Among the bronzes are numerous 
hatchets, axes, spears, knives, needles, 
stands for vases, mirrors, &c., &c. 

There are a perfect lock, key and 
hasp, several semi-decayed locks, per- 
fect buckles, with tongues, rings, style 
fur writing on wax, &c. Iron is very 
rarely preserved from ancient times, as 
it ozidizers rapidly. There are here a 
few fragments of it only. 
The glass is the glory of the collection. 
It is gorgeous in the splendor of decay. 
The most brilliant opals carried into 
cups would not be half so fine. The 
iridescence is beyond description. Many 
objects are in original condition, but 
those which bave gone through the pro- 
cess of disintegration of substance are 
far more superb than the most brilliant 
products of arts. This glass dates from 
B. C. 1210 to B. C. 700. It includes a 
great varicty of shapes in cups, goblets, 
bottles, plates, candlesticks, &c., &c.

When she was only fourteen years 
old, she ran away from her home in 
Trenton, New Jersey,atter having dregs- 
ed herself in her brother’s clothes, and 
on atriving in New York she engaged 
herself as one of the hands on board a 
freight steamer, wkich was then about 
going to London. She endured the 
passage without experiencing any sick- 
ness, and on arriving in London, took 
her wages, and lived in the city three 
wecks. She then learned that the 
steamer was going to China, and on 
making application to the captain, she 
Was again engaged as one of the deck 
hands. She procured a sgailor’s chest 
and recruited her wardrobe with a set 
of oil-skins, and became a common tar. 
During the five years which she has 
spent on the sea, she has visited all the 
principal ports of the world, and ex- 
presses herself as delighted with the life 
she has led. Sheis now visiting her 
home in New Jersey, and contemplates 
making another voyage in a few months. 
Of course there will now be lots of girls 
who will undertake to become sailor 
boys, and visit all the ports in the 
world,
